It is the intent of the legislature to provide tax exenptions to
assist dairy farnmers to conply with the dairy nutrient managenent act,
chapter 90.64 RCW to encourage owners of nondairy aninel feeding
operations to develop and inplenent approved nutrient nmanagenent pl ans,
and to assist public or private entities to establish and operate
anaerobic digesters to treat ((dat+y)) livestock nutrients on a
regi onal or on-farm basis.

the total costs of witing and approving the plans, and the funding
sources used; and (4) the relationship, if any, between the tax
exenptions provided in this act and the nunber of plans witten and
approved. In its report, the comm ssion shall conpare the totals under
subsections (1) through (3) of this section to the totals in the
previ ous biennium The conservation comm ssion shall report this
information to the appropriate commttees of the |legislature by
Decenber 1, 2007.

EFFECT: Modi fies the existing exenptions for nutrient managenent
pl an equi pnrent and anaerobic digesters instead of creating a new
remttance program Makes all animal feeding operations eligible for
the exenption on nutrient rmanagenent plan facilities, if the
operation's plan is first approved by a conservation district.
Requires the Conservation Conm ssion to report to the Legislature by
Decenber 2007 on the use of plans and the exenption by ani mal feeding
oper ati ons.
